inspection trains for railway Commiss) mers for which no revenue is received; trains running special with fire 
apparatus to seve carrier's property destruction; trains rum for transporting the carrier's employees to and 
from work when no transportation charge is made, wrecking trains; treins rum solely for the purpose of 
transporting company material; trains rum for distributing material and supplies for use in conmection with 
operations; and all other trains used in work-train services. Exclude miler rum Sy locomotives while engaged 
incidentally in switching company materials in company shops or wssterial yards in comection with reguler yard 
switching service or in switching equipment for repairs in between yards and shops. 


(P) The number of loaded freight cars shall be obtained fram the conductors’ wheel report and shal! be the 
sum of all loaded cars handled by each train. For example, if « car moves loaded (1) in a way train from the 
origination points, (2) in two through trains, and (3) in a way train to the destination point, the total count 
of loaded cars would be four: two counts for the govements in the way trains and teo counts for whe movements 
im through treins. Therefore, each car originated or received from a connecting carrier receives an initial 
count, plus one count for each subsequent physical transfer between trains on respondents lines.

(T) Report the total mumber of foreign railroad cars on line at the end of the year (except surplus cars, 
see below). Foreign railroad cars refers to freight cars owned by other railroads whose interline rental is 
settled on time (by hour) and actual Line-haul mileage charges under the Code of Car Hire Rules. 


Carriers will be governed by local conditions in determining whether a car at an interchange point should 
be considered “on line”. Unserviceable cars include cars on repair tracks undergoing or awaiting repairs. They 
include cars on repair tracks repaired and awaiting switching, cars on repair tracks undergoing or awaiting 
repeirs switching, cars awaiting movement to repair tracks held in train yard (excluding cars which are to be 
repaired in train yard without loss of time), car moving empty in trains en route to shop, and cars stored 
awaiting disposition. 


Surplus cars are cars which are in serviceable condition for loading on the last day of the year, but have 
not been placed for loading within 48 hours. This count can be an annual average based on weekly count of cars 
that have not been placed for loading within 48 hours.
